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(57) Abstract: An information processor 
includes a first communication module 
for wireless data communication. A 
portable information terminal includes 
a second communication module capable 
of establishing a wireless communication 
link with the first communication 
module. The information processor is 
adapted to indicate a password input 
screen only if a communication link is 
established between the first and second 
communication modules. The first and 
second communication modules are 
Bluetooth-compatible. The information 
processor will not start up the operating 
system unless any registered portable 
information terminal is located near 
the information processor and a correct 
password is entered. As a result, an 
information processor security system is 
provided with a double check function.
